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WELSH LESSONS 
IDEA WELCOMED

A PROMINENT businesswom¬ 
an has backed calls for the 
Welsh language to be taught 
in Oswestry’s schools. 

Lowri Roberts, who runs the popular 
Siop Cwlwm Welsh shop in Oswestry, 
says the move would boost children’s 
future employment opportunities. 

The idea nas been put forward by Powys 
County Councillors Elwyn Vaughan and Bryn 
Davies. The Plaid Cymru councillors said with 
Oswestry formerly being a Welsh town and with 
it having residents who speak Welsh, it made 
sense to teach the language in schools. 

They called this week for the development of 
early years provision of the Welsh language in 
Oswestry. They say the move could eventually 
lead to a Welsh language primary school. 

Miss Roberts has backed the idea. She said as 
well as a big demand for Welsh products from 
her specialist shop, there was 
also a big demand from peo¬ 
ple wanting to learn Welsh. 

She said: “It is a great idea 
and definitely one I would 
back. When I was in school 
I went to Llanfyllin when 
you had a choice of speaking 
English, but I know now with 
problems over transport for 
pupils in Oswestry, some peo¬ 
ple wouldn’t get that choice. 
“I used to live in north 
Powys but I have lived in Oswestry for 10 years 
and I would want my child to learn Welsh and 
a way around that might be teaching in schools 
in Oswestry. 

“We have a lot of people come into the shop 
asking if we teach Welsh and people who are 
keen to learn the language. They may have a 
link with a family member which has made 
them want to speak Welsh, so a move like this 
would certainly benefit that. 

“It would create employment opportunities 
for skilled workers. Some people want to learn 
Mandarin or Russian to increase their employ¬ 
ment chances, but I think Welsh is just as ef¬ 
fective. 

“I think the problem would be funding. 

“We have looked into providing Welsh classes 
for adults in the past and to self-fund we would 
have to hold them at one time and have a large 
group. 

“If we were in Powys or Wrexham we could 
access funding but because we are here in 
Oswestry, we can’t get funding. 

“That would be a stumbling block for teach¬ 
ing Welsh in Oswestry schools, but I think it is 
a fantastic idea.”

New homes plans 
'could put too much 
pressure on roads' 

BUILDING more than 750 homes in 
Oswestry could put too much pressure on 
local roads, a council meeting has heard. 

Councillors say while more housing is 
needed in the town, developers must en¬ 
sure they have in place the necessary in¬ 
frastructure, including access roads. 

Oswestry Town Council debated two 
planning applications at its meeting on 
Monday, one for up to 600 homes on land 
to the north of Shrewsbury Road, the sec¬ 
ond for up to 150 homes on adjoining land 
to the south of Middleton Road. 

While not objecting to the applications, 
several councillors expressed concern 
about the pressure on local roads. 

Speaking about the smaller application, 
Councillor Clare Aspinall said Middleton 
Road could not take the extra traffic. 

“Shropshire highways officers have said 
that Middleton Road would not take the 
traffic,” she said. 

“College Road could not carry it and 
Cabin Lane needs some form of traffic 
management. 

“There is real community concern about 
the pressure on local roads, particularly 
Middleton Road.” 

Councillor John Price said it was the 
duty of the developer to ensure that the 
correct infrastructure was in place.

College merger will secure ‘bright future’

A MAJOR roadworks scheme 
has been started to improve an 
accident blackspot on a trunk 
road on the edge of Oswestry. 

Drivers could see up to five months 
of disruption as Highways England 
starts work to install “smart” traffic 
lights and construct filter lanes on the 
Maesbury Road junction on the A483. 

The junction carries an ever increasing 
amount of traffic from Oswestry’s Mile Oak 
Industrial Estate and also connects the 
town with villages to the south. 

Maesbury Road towards Oswestry will 
be shut for part of the work with drivers 
diverted to the Mile End roundabout. 

The junction has been the scene of many 
fatal and serious accidents over the past 20 
years. 

The work has been welcomed by Shrop¬ 
shire Council’s cabinet member for high¬ 
ways Councillor Steve Davenport. 

“This work has been a long time com¬ 
ing,” he said. “The junction has been 
recognised as dangerous for some time. In¬ 
stalling smart traffic lights will mean that 
they will change with the volume of traffic, 
which will keep the traffic flowing. 

“This will help not only traffic on the 
busy trunk road but that emerging from 
the side roads. Traffic from the industrial 
estate builds up considerably at rush hour.” 

The junction is the first in a series of 
works that are to be carried out on the 
A483/A5 around Oswestry. 

Shropshire Council recently won a bid for 
£9.3 million of funding to improve the traf¬ 
fic island at Mile End and the Whittington 
junction on the bypass. 

Oswestry Mayor Vince Hunt said: “The 
junction is something that has been in the 
thorn in the side of the town for some time. 

“Anything that is going to improve the 
safety of the town and drivers is always 
welcome. Obviously this will bring some 
disruption to traffic flow in the town, but 
the work is a step in the right direction for 
the area.” 

As well as work on the trunk road, there 
will be work done to widen the access to 
Weston Lane close to the junction. 


THE new man in charge of a partnership 
between two colleges insists both establish¬ 
ments have a bright future. 

Ian Peake has been announced as the 
new principal ahead of the merger between 
Oswestry’s North Shropshire College and 
Herefordshire and Ludlow College. 

The merger was formally announced in 
December 

It marked the start of a new beginning 
for North Shropshire College, which has 
other campuses across the region, including 


one in Baschurch. Ian Clinton took on a role 
of interim principal at the college, and after 
much planning and deliberation a merger 
deal was finally struck with Herefordshire 
and Ludlow College. 

Mr Peake is now taking on the mantle as 
the head of both organisations and says he 
is excited about what the future holds for 
students in both regions. Since 2004, he has 
been the principal and chief executive at 
Herefordshire and Ludlow College, and has 
overseen several successful college mergers 


in the past, including ones in Herefordshire 
and Shropshire. 

Mr Peake said: “I am delighted and hon¬ 
oured the board of North Shropshire Col¬ 
lege has asked me to serve as principal for 
the months leading up to the merger with 
Herefordshire and Ludlow College. 

“This is a very exciting development for 
both partner institutions that will enable 
us to create a new, diverse and financially 
stable college to provide the very best edu¬ 
cation and training to every student.” 
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Authority 
to look to 
reduce use 
of plastic 

OSWESTRY could lead the way in 
cutting back on the amount of single 
use plastic its visitors and residents 
use. 

Oswestry Town Council is to carry 
out a “green audit’” looking at how 
the authority can itself cut back on 
the plastic it uses. And it will also see 
how it can encourage others to do the 
same. The move follows a motion to 
Monday’s council meeting from Coun¬ 
cillor Oily Rose to phase out the use of 
unnecessary, single use plastics in all 
council buildings and at meetings and 
events. Plastic water bottles that used 
to be available for councillors at the 
meeting have already been replaced 
by glasses and water jugs. 

Councillor Rose said: “It can seem 
an overwhelming problem but only six 
months after introducing the 5p plas¬ 
tic bag charge, usage had dropped by 
85 per cent.” 

She called for the council to inves¬ 
tigate the cost of providing drinking 
fountains in the town to refill water 
bottles, to support local initiatives 
working to reduce plastic in the com¬ 
munity and to encourage the aban¬ 
donment of the products amongst 
commercial tenants, market traders 
and vendors at council events. 

Councillors voted that the coun¬ 
cil should carry out a green audit on 
its own activities but said they could 
not make other businesses stop using 
plastic in their day-to-day activities.

Knife campaign sets 
one million blade target

AN Oswestry businessman 
has taken his anti-knife crime 
campaign to the Home Office - 
and revealed his plans to take 
one million blades off Britain’s 
streets. 

Clive Knowles from the British Iron¬ 
work Centre visited the Home Office 
on Monday to tell officials about his 
campaign. 

He provided an update on his nationwide 
drive to site knife amnesty banks in towns 
and cities across the UK. 

Some of the tens of thousands of knives 
that have already been handed in or con¬ 
fiscated have been turned into a spectacu¬ 
lar Knife Angel sculpture at the Oswestry 
visitor attraction by sculptor Alfie Bradley. 

Following the Home Office meeting Mr 
Knowles said: “The success in enabling nu¬ 
merous surrenders and amnesties across 
the UK has been a long and sometimes dif¬ 
ficult journey. 

“Regardless, we have accomplished the 
original objective in collecting 100,000 
blades in order to create the UK’s only na¬ 
tional monument against violence and ag¬ 
gression, the Knife Angel. 

“We went on to discuss the continuing 
and alarming national rise in knife crime 
statistics and how all parts of the UK are 
affected. We noted the shocking figures 
relating to fatalities in 2017 and how this 
may well be the worst year yet for actual 
deaths from knife-related violence. 

“We discussed our continuing support 
and the fresh commitment to assisting po¬ 
lice forces until we reach one million blades. 

“These blades will be used to create an 
enormous plinth, a plinth that will ulti¬ 
mately be used as the Knife Angel’s per¬ 
manent home here within the grounds of 
Shropshire’s only sculpture park. 

“To conclude, a letter will be circulated 
from the Home Office to all 43 British po¬ 
lice forces, allowing them to know of the re¬ 
newed and continued support available and 
the new one million knife ambition going 
forward.” 


OSWESTRY Orthopaedic Hospi¬ 
tal is doing its bit to cut disposable 
plastic bottles by signing up to be a 
free refill station. 

The award-winning hospital is 
now part of a campaign which high¬ 
lights shops, cafes and businesses 
offering free water refill points in 
every large city and large town in 
England by 2021. 

The hospital refill point is located 
at the free water dispenser in Den¬ 
bigh’s Restaurant, and it will be 


added to an app which shows all 
the points. Industry body Water 
UK says the scheme could cut dis¬ 
posable plastic bottle use by tens of 
millions a year, as well as substan¬ 
tially increase the availability of 
high quality drinking water. 

The move comes amid growing 
concern about the effect of plastic 
waste on the environment. 

Sian Langford, deputy facilities 
manager, floated the idea of signing 
the trust up to the scheme. 


She said: “I figured as we are al¬ 
ready doing our bit by offering free 
refills with our water dispenser in 
Denbigh’s, why not actually raise 
awareness and publicly show our 
support to this important cam¬ 
paign.” 

“It’s a win-win situation really. 

“Not only will this help reduce 
the number of plastic bottles being 
littered or thrown away, it’s free-of- 
charge and is helping our staff and 
visitors to the hospital.”

TWO councillors believe Welsh language education should be intro¬ 
duced in Oswestry. 

Plaid Cymru councillors on Powys County Council, Elwyn Vaughan and Bryn 
Davies, who represents the Penybontfawr area, have called for the development 
of early years provision in Oswestry, which they say could be the basis for a 
longer term bilingual provision for the area.

School reiterates uniform 
policy in skirt length row

OSWESTRY’S Marches School has reiterated its uniform policy after 
a student was temporarily taken out of school by her parents in a 
disagreement over the length of her skirt. 

Saskia Howell, aged 14, was told her black pleated skirt did not comply with 
the school’s uniform policy and her parents Rachel and Guy Howell, who said 

the skirt was not inappropriate, de¬ 
cided to temporarily take her out of 
school. 

Saskia, who has now returned to the 
school, said: “I was given a sticker before 
half term saying that my skirt was too 
short and that it should be no more that 
two centimetres above the knee. We looked 
over half term but there was nothing that 
would fit me. 

“When we went back I was given one of 
the spare skirts they have to wear. When 
I went back in my own skirt I was told I 
would have to go into isolation.” Mrs How¬ 
ell said: “It is a sensible, pleated skirt that 
came from a proper school uniform section. 
Saskia always looks smart, we don’t let her 
wear inappropriate clothing.” 

Alison Pearson, associate headteacher 
at The Marches, said: “Our uniform policy 
has been unchanged for a number of years 
now and is well known and understood. 
It is shared with all parents and carers in 
the student planner and on the website. As 
students grow, skirts can become inappro¬ 
priately short and we do at times check for 
this. Students with a skirt shorter than the 
uniform allows were given notice before 
the half term and all parents were asked to 
check their child’s uniform in the weekly 
parent email, which is sent to all parents 
and carers which is also on the school web¬ 
site. 

“Any student who returned from the 
half term, who had been advised about 
their skirt length, but was still wearing the 
same skirt, would be supported to resolve 
the issue. We always work with parents 
and carers to ensure our uniform is worn 
correctly and have a supply of spare items 
students may borrow as needed.” 

“As a result the students look very smart 
in school, are in the right mindset and are 
ready to focus on their learning.” 


Flats plan to 
be discussed 
at meeting 

PLANS to demolish the former Welshpool 
Social Club building and build 17 flats are 
due to be discussed by councillors today 
(Thursday). 

Mid Wales Properties Ltd is planning to 
build the apartments on the site on behalf 
of Mid Wales Housing Association. 

The developers have said the residential 
accommodation will bring affordable hous¬ 
ing to the town but residents and council¬ 
lors have expressed their objections to the 
plans. 

They believe the plans are too big for the 
area. 

The application is due to be discussed by 
Powys County Council’s planning commit¬ 
tee today. 

Ahead of the meeting, Steve Bowen of 
Mid Wales Properties Ltd said the plans 
have been revised ahead. 

He said: “The whole point of the 
pre-planning consultation is to take into 
account the views of local residents and 
others prior to a full planning application 
being made. We understand, as with any 
planning application, there will be some 
concern. We have taken on board the com¬ 
ments from the consultation and, working 
with Hughes Architects, we have revised 
the design.”

Suspended jail term for carer 


A WOMAN who ran a care home and took 
almost £4,000 from a resident’s bank ac¬ 
count has escaped immediate custody. 

Cherie Reynolds had withdrawn cash 
and used the victim’s bank card to pay for 
equipment at the Ash Grove Residential 
Home in St Martins, near Oswestry. 

At Shrewsbury Crown Court last week 
Reynolds was sentenced to 52 weeks in 
prison, suspended for two years. 


The 49-year-old, of Church Lane, St Mar¬ 
tins, was also made subject to an overnight 
curfew for the next 42 days. 

At an earlier hearing she had admitted 12 
charges of fraud committed between July, 
2015, and October, 2016. 

The court was told that the care home 
was closed last year and that Shropshire 
Council found alternative care arrange¬ 
ments for the two remaining residents.

Powys just witnessed an 
amazing response from the 
county council highways staff to 
the worst snow to hit the region 
for decades and judging by the 
response on social media the 
public fully appreciated the ef¬ 
forts. 

Highways staff received help 
from other departments in a 
brave around-the-clock bid to 
beat the elements and the, nor¬ 
mally highly critical, residents of 
the massive county have been 
bombarding the authority with 
thanks and praise. 

The teams weren’t able to 
reach everyone of course be¬ 
cause the concentration had to 
be on keeping the main road net¬ 
works open in the vast county, 
which stretches all the way from 
Ystradgynlais in the south to Lla- 
nrhaeadr in the north.

If like me you are one of the 
unlucky ones and live in an area 
too remote for the gritters I hope 
you managed to find a way to 
get out. At times we simply have 
to adapt and make the best of 
what we have and my faith in hu¬ 
man nature was restored at the 
stories of sacrifice to help others 
by so many. 

There are those too ready to 
take advantage of the generosity 
of others though. When one 4x4 
owner took to Facebook to offer 
his services to anyone in need 
he was shocked to be asked to 
pick up and deliver a Chinese 
takeaway - I know I couldn’t 
believe it either but it happened, 
and thankfully he told them just 
where to get off. 

The council also deserves 
praise for finally getting tough 
with fly-tippers after taking a 
prosecution to magistrates court 
where a £1,000 fine was handed 
down to an offender. I’ve been 
shouting loud and often about 
the need for a stronger approach 
to the disgusting practice so this 
news was music to my ears. 

This action sends out a clear 
message that the council is not 
prepared to put up with business 
owners or members of the public 
dumping bags of waste.

The threat of wind farms still hangs over Powys Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies opposes the plans 


Wind farm campaigners 
are ready to fight again 


JONNY DRURY reports on 
the latest developments 
of a long-running energy 
controversy _ 

ANTI-WIND farm campaigners 
are ready to re-start their cam¬ 
paigns to preserve the region’s 
landscape if decisions on two 
controversial applications are 
reversed. 

In 2015, after large protests and 
a long running public inquiry, five 
wind farm applications, and an ap¬ 
plication to build an overhead power 
line from Llandinam to Welshpool, 
were thrown out by the Welsh gov¬ 
ernment. 

Companies behind the Carnedd Wen 
and Llanbrynmair developments called 
for a judicial review after the decisions 
were quashed in December 2016. 

Two years on and a decision is still to 
be made. Montgomeryshire Against Py¬ 
lons, set up by a group of residents in the 
region to fight against wind turbine de¬ 
velopments has now written to Secretary 
of State Greg Clark demanding answers. 

A decision was deferred into the New 
Year, and Robert Harvey from the or¬ 
ganisation has called for a decision to be 
forthcoming, and for the original decision 
not to be reversed. 

He said: “If such a reversal took place, 
this would be a shameful betrayal of the 
Conservative manifesto pledge to insist 
upon localism, the wishes of the local 
people, to predominate in such planning 
decisions, especially ones which will have 
such a devastating effect. 

“For this to proceed would be a piece 
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The controversial plans 

of environmental vandalism without 
precedent in the history of England 
and Wales.” Campaigners warned that 
a decision to proceed with the two “gro¬ 
tesque proposals” would disfigure the 
most celebrated and beautiful uplands 
of Mid Wales. 

Originally, the then Secretary of 
State Amber Rudd threw out all the 
applications associated with the Mid 
Wales Connection Project, until RWE 
Innogy and RES, the companies behind 
two developments, called for the judi¬ 
cial review. 


for wind farms in Mid Wales have led to 

Huge public protests took place when 
the original plans were lodged, with 
thousands of people gathering outside 
the Senedd in Cardiff. 

Mr Harvey said this would most cer¬ 
tainly happen again if these two wind 
farms were to get the go-ahead. 

He added: “In the event of the de¬ 
partment deciding to reverse Secretary 
of State Rudd’s decision, it would re-ig- 
nite the Mid Wales campaign. 

“The Alliance of more than 20 com¬ 
munity and environmental groups that 
contested the public inquiry continues

to monitor the situation and is ready 
and prepared to act.” 

Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies 
has long been calling for answers, but 
admitted he would be happy if nothing 
was done for several years. 

He said: “I don’t want this happening, 
I’ve said that, but if no decision is made 
for years I would be happy, the longer 
it goes on the less likely it is to happen. 

“The behaviour of the National Grid 
has been appalling, and like I’ve said in 
the past this is hanging over Montgom¬ 
eryshire like the Sword of Damocles.”

Last week, Prime Minister 
moved the debate about the 
UK’s future relationship with the 
EU on, following unwise (in my 
opinion) interventions by former 
prime ministers, who would have 
been better engaged playing golf 
or something else useful. Sadly 
they just devalue their own cur¬ 
rency. 

Anyway, the Blair/Major influ¬ 
ence, linked as it was with EU 
negotiating positions, seems to 
be yesterday’s news already. If 
it ever was news (with the peo¬ 
ple that is, as opposed to media 
commentators). Our Prime Min¬ 
ister was crystal clear last week. 
The UK is leaving the EU, leaving 
the single market and leaving the 
customs union. There will be no 
‘hard border’ between Northern 
Ireland and the Irish Republic. 
And no border of any sort be¬ 
tween Northern Ireland and the 
rest of the UK - even if there 
will be some form of technology 
checking at the border. I don’t 
think any of this is open to dis¬ 
cussion. The alternative is a ‘No 
Deal’ and no-one wants that. It 
looks to me like those who don’t 
accept the referendum result are 
just trying it on. 

But there remains plenty of 
scope for debate - plenty of 
room for ‘give and take’. Over 
the next couple of years, there 
are going to be many deadlines 
and eleventh hour agreements. 
Our Prime Minister is right to 
acknowledge that the UK can¬ 
not have all that she wants. We 
know there will be some reduced 
access to EU markets and recip¬ 
rocal access for EU exporters to 
UK markets. We need to keep 
it to a manageable minimum. 
We know there will be a cost in 
retaining close alignment in var¬ 
ious regulatory bodies, where 
it suits both sides. We know it 
makes sense to stay aligned to 
EU standards and regulations 
unless there is a very good rea¬ 
son not to. What we want and 
anticipate is that on the day af¬ 
ter Brexit, terms of trade will not 
change that much. 

Many people I meet want to 
talk Brexit - and usually to say 
something about the “mess we 
are in”. I don’t buy that. I always 
thought we would be engaged 
in years of uncertainty. Leaving 
the EU is a big deal. Actually, the 
uncertainty and “mess” is rather 
less than I thought it would be. 
Our Prime Minister has played 
a canny hand, refusing to be 
driven by the media’s thirst for 
something/anything to feed its 
pursuit of headlines. She is do¬ 
ing all she can to protect the 
British interest. She is playing a 
‘blinder’.

Hospital makes crutches appeal

FORMER patients are being 
urged to return unwanted 
crutches as a hospital is running 
out of stock 

Physiotherapy staff at 
Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital 
want to replenish their supply 
and save the NHS some money. 
Philip Hulse, interim manager 
for therapies at the trust, said: 
“Every week we hand out on av¬ 
erage between 150 and 200 sets 
of crutches and at the moment 
we’re seeing very few returned 
to us. That sounds like a large 
number for a relatively small 
hospital but you have to factor 
in what we do here, crutches are 
given to anyone who has had a 
hip or knee replacement, key¬ 
hole surgery or any sort of leg 
operation. 

“Each pair costs £7.15 to 
purchase and just this week 
alone we’ve ordered 200 pairs of 
crutches, which comes to more 
than £1,700 including VAT. 
That really adds up over the 
year. 

“We’re calling on former pa¬ 
tients, who no longer need their 
crutches to return them to us. 
They will be cleaned up and 
re-conditioned so they can be 
used again.” Patients are being 
asked to return crutches to the 
physiotherapy department at lo¬ 
cation 26 in the hospital.

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Former bank 
may become 
three new 
apartments 

A PLANNING application has been 
submitted to turn a former HSBC 
bank into apartments. 

The application to Wrexham 
County Borough Council is to convert 
the bank in Church Street, Chirk, into 
three apartments. 

The branch was part of a host of 
HSBC closures in 2016, along with 
Ruabon. 

Since the branch shut its doors, the 
site has been sold and developers are 
hoping to bring the building back into 
use. 

Alterations will be made to the 
building, but these will not have a 
detrimental effect on the building, 
according to the design and access 
statement. 

It says: “The appearance of this 
change of use does not have a detri¬ 
mental impact on the existing, as the 
majority of the changes to the eleva¬ 
tions are to the rear of the building. 

“Additional openings have been 
added to accommodate the new layout 
of the apartments.” 

Elsewhere in the statement, devel¬ 
opers have said by passing the appli¬ 
cation, planners would be given a new 
lease of life to a building that would 
just deteriorate. 

The statement added: “We are uti¬ 
lising an existing resource to create 
new housing within an existing struc¬ 
ture. 

“The current use of the building is 
vacant and unused. So, rather than 
let the building deteriorate, we are 
seeking to improve localised residen¬ 
tial aspects.

A PROPOSAL to relocate a sub¬ 
stance misuse support centre 

Eye-catching signs installed in valley 


to a former town centre bank in 
Welshpool to provide better ser¬ 
vices for users has been passed 
by councillors. 

The application was submitted to 
relocate the centre to the former TSB 
bank in Severn Street after Powys 
County Council successfully gained 
Welsh Government funding. 

On behalf of a multi-agency board, Powys 
County Council wanted to re-locate the 
substance misuse treatment services from 
their current base in the Armoury Building 
on Brook Street. 

The service is currently delivered by Ka¬ 
leidoscope Ltd, on behalf of APB. 

The local authority identified the build¬ 
ing in Severn Street as the most suitable 
alternative premises. 

It applied for a change of use to the build¬ 
ing as well as a roof refurbishment and ex¬ 
tension at the rear. 

Councillor Stephen Hayes, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for adult social care at Powys County 
Council, said: “We want to enhance the 
provision of service we are delivering to 
Welshpool people and we are finding that 
we need more suitable accommodation to 
help provide services in line with national 
government strategy.” 

At a planning committee meeting, coun¬ 
cillors passed the application, allowing for 
work to begin. 

The Welshpool support service has been 
in the town for a number of years. 

In 2016/17 the service received 116 re¬ 
ferrals.

Synthetic flowers plan

COUNCILLORS have rejected 
plans to remove flowers from 
hanging baskets and install syn¬ 
thetic ones instead. 

Currently it costs Welshpool Town 
Council about £3,000 a year to pre¬ 
serve and water the displays. 

The breakdown of costs is £900 a year to 
hang baskets and to plant all the flowers 
in the town. 

The 200 hours a year of staff time to 
water the plants costs a further £2,250. 

A proposal was put to the full council on 
Wednesday last week to discuss whether 
the costs are good value for money for the 
taxpayer. 

The proposals asked if the council should 
trial synthetic plants around the town at a 
cost of £900 

The synthetic flowers idea was rejected 
by Councillor Malcolm Douglass. 

He was concerned it would have an ef¬ 
fect on insects and the environment in the 
town. 

His concerns were echoed by other coun¬ 
cillors at the meeting as the plans was 
thrown out. 

Town Clerk Robert Robinson said: “They 
were right to consider it, but it wasn’t 
about saving money, it was to see if money 
could be spent better elsewhere. 

“This was in no way about saving money, 
we are not making any cuts, that isn’t the 
case, we have preserved services, and if an¬ 
ything our services are growing.”

nhs 'must 
listen to all 
patients who 
use services' 

THE Welsh voice must be heard when 
changes are proposed in England that 
affect the availability of health servic¬ 
es for Mid Wales residents, a politi¬ 
cian has said. 

Montgomeryshire AM Russell 
George said that between October 
and January NHS England consulted 
on the modernisation of radiotherapy 
services but did not consult enough 
with NHS commissioners in Wales or 
the public in Mid Wales who access 
radiotherapy services from across the 
border. 

He said: “It is clear that NHS Eng¬ 
land must do more to engage with 
Welsh communities and ensure that 
our needs and concerns are taken into 
account when considering changes to 
health services. 

“The recent consultation by NHS 
England on changes to radiotherapy 
services is just one example where 
changes are proposed and there is in¬ 
sufficient consultation or engagement 
with the Mid Wales residents who ac¬ 
cess these services and should there¬ 
fore have an equal say on any changes 
which affect them. 

“These proposals could lead to some 
services being moved from Shrews¬ 
bury to other centres further to the 
east. This would lead to increased 
travel during such a debilitating 
treatment at an anxious time. 

“It would also be devastating for 
people from Mid Wales who have done 
so much to raise money to bring these 
vital services to Shrewsbury firstly 
through the Cobalt Unit Trust Fund 
and then through the Lingen Davies 
charity. “

PREP School Moreton First near Oswestry 
has announced the launch of the new Kyf- 
fin Williams Scholarship for Boys. 

The scholarship has been created in 
memory of Sir John ‘Kyffin’ Williams - for¬ 
mer pupil of the school and a Welsh land¬ 
scape painter who was widely regarded as 
the defining artist of Wales during the 20th 
century.

After his preparatory education at More¬ 
ton Hall, Kyffin moved on to larger schools 
and eventually studied at London’s Slade 
School of Fine Art in 1941.

On failing the army medical en¬ 
trance in 1937, Kyffin turned his attention 
to painting thus discovering the artistic 
talent for which he was knighted in 1999. 
Through his own persistence he developed 
this underlying gift, eventually developing 
his highly distinctive palette-knife style.

Progress made 
on overseas 
voting move 

A POLITICIAN has put forward a Private 
Members Bill to the Commons in a bid to 
allow British expatriates to vote in General 
Elections. 

Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies had 
his name pulled out in a private members 
ballot to allow him to put a bill forward be¬ 
fore the House of Commons. 

He secured a second reading for his bill, 
which could potentially add another three 
million voters to the electorate. 

British people living abroad still have a 
vote in elections, however when they have 
lived overseas for 15 years they lose the 
right to vote. Mr Davies disagrees with 
this, and his motion is calling for overseas 
voters to retain their right to vote. 

Currently it is estimated that 4.9 million 
British people are living abroad. 

Mr Davies said: “It was a Bill that went 
unnoticed when it was discussed, but it 
could be a big thing, it could add three mil¬ 
lion voters to the electorate. 

“For a decision to be made for it to go to a 
vote, you need 100 people in the Commons, 
and I had done my work on this and had 
the 100 people there and got it through. 

“It will take another 12 months for it go 
further, but it is a big thing. 

“It has gone through with no objection 
and will now go to the committee stage.” 

Petition launched 
for veteran tribute 

WELSHPOOL man Alan Crowe has lodged 
a petition with the Government and Par¬ 
liament to honour those veterans of the 
Second World War still alive in 2020 with a 
medal or other gift to mark the 75th anni¬ 
versary of the end of the war. 

He is urging people to sign up to the 
campaign. Mr Crowe said: “2020 will prob¬ 
ably be the last major anniversary any of 
the veterans will ever see so it is only fit¬ 
ting that they are remembered nationally 
this way. I have enjoyed a varied life and its 
only down to these servicemen and women. 

“Who knows what our lives would be if 
we had lost the war? 

“If as many people sign the petition as 
possible, I would be most grateful”. 

The petition requires 10,000 signatures 
for the Government to respond to it and 
100,000 to have it debated in the Houses 
of Parliament. 

Mr Crowe said: “It’s an uphill task. 

“But I am sure we can do it, especially if 
people put it on their social media as well 
and help promote it further afield”.

A LOCAL authority is paying out almost 
£140,000 more in councillor allowances and 
expenses than it was 10 years ago despite suf¬ 
fering severe financial difficulties. 

Powys County Council is under huge finan¬ 
cial pressures. 

Last week it raised council tax by five per 
cent with the cabinet insisting the council could 
not continue in its current form. 

However figures have revealed that despite 
service cuts and tax hikes, the council spent 
over £1.3 million in expenses, salaries and 
allowances for its 74 members in the year 
2016/17. 

That is a rise of more than £136,000 from the 
£1.66 million that the authority paid out in al¬ 
lowances in 2006/2007.

In that year, councillors’ basic salaries were 
£11,187, and they have risen by more than 
£2,000 a year to £13,300 for the last year. 

Allowance levels are set by the Independent 
Remuneration Panel Wales. 

However, Newtown County Councillor David 
Selby, who was elected at the last elections in 
May 2017, believes all costs, including allow¬ 
ances, should be under examination. 

He said: “All costs should be under exami¬ 
nation within the council including councillors’ 
expenses. 

“All councillor expenses are set under Welsh 
Government rules. 


“Councillors’ salaries are also set by the 
Government and all amounts paid are publicly 
available both to be viewed and challenged. 

“We have to ensure that a wide variety of 
people come forward to take on democratic 
roles. 

Justify 

“I will continue to work hard on behalf of the 
residents I represent and am happy to justify 
any amounts that I receive.” 

Welshpool County Councillor Graham Breeze 
believes Powys’s costs are inflated by the sheer 
geography of the county and the distances 
members are being forced to travel to meetings. 

He believes other avenues in the county are 
being investigated to reduce costs. He said: “It 


is my understanding that all avenues are being 
investigated to reduce costs including making 
full use of the latest technology such as Skype 
for meetings.” Travelling costs have reduced 
considerably in the last 10 years. 

In 2006/07, the authority paid out £134,000 
in travelling expenses, a figure which has been 
reduced by almost £40,000 to £97,000 in the 
last 10 years. 

The council must pay rates set by the panel. 
However, members can forego any part of their 
allowance by writing to the chief finance officer 
at the start of financial years. In the past, Lla¬ 
ndrindod County Councillor Gary Price hasn’t 
taken his full rate, and former leader Barry 
Thomas waived some of his allowance to fund 
free Christmas parking.

A COUNCILLOR has written to the 
Secretary of State for Local Govern¬ 
ment to request meetings regarding 
allowances are held in public. 

Oswestry Town Councillor Duncan 
Kerr has hit out at Shropshire Council for 
not reducing special allowances at a time 
when the local authority is coming under 
increasing financial pressures. 

Councillor Kerr said the council has ignored 
a recommendation to cull the payments for spe¬ 
cial allowances. 

He has written to Sajid Javid calling for him 
to get involved in the matter. 

He also sent a copy of a letter from former 
minister for local government Brandon Lewis, 
to Tandridge and Surrey councils, in which he 
outlines his concern at their special allowance 
spending in a difficult financial time. 

Also sent to the Secretary of State was a doc¬ 
ument showing more than £1 million was spent 
on special councillor allowances in 2014/15. 

Councillor Kerr said in the letter: “I was a 
member of Shropshire Unitary Council from 
February 2016 to March 2017, and on being 
elected I was surprised to discover the number 
of councillors receiving special allowances, and 
asked the leader whether the independent re¬ 
muneration panel had been made aware of the 
letter sent by your colleague the Rt Hon Bran¬ 
don Lewis MP to Surrey Council when he was 
minister for local government. 

“The then-leader stated the panel had not 
been made aware of this letter and went on to 
state that councillors did not set their remuner¬ 
ation, claiming it was determined by the panel. 

“They recommended significant reductions 
in the number of councillors receiving special 
allowances and the level of these payments. 

“Despite the widely reported financial pres¬ 
sures on the council, which has led to local 
MPs lobbying yourself, the report contained 
no financial information from the section 151 
officer of the savings to the councils if it was to 
be adopted. I was surprised and disappointed 
that the council voted to reject these carefully 
considered recommendations and that some 
Shropshire councillors continue to be entitled 
to draw levels of allowances in excess of those 
recommended by their own independent remu¬ 
neration panel.” 

Councillor Kerr wants the Secretary of State 
to weigh in on the matter, and to also make 
panel meetings about special allowances open 
to the public. 


FIREFIGHTERS saved a priceless library and 
prevented a chimney fire spreading through an 
historic hall near Oswestry. 

Iain and Kate Hill-Trevor were alerted to 
the chimney fire by the alarm system in the 
400-year-old Brynkinalt Hall and noticed 
smoke seeping through the wall in one of the 
rooms. 

Fire crews from nearby Chirk as well as 
Llangollen and Wrexham were quickly on the 
scene after the alarm was raised just after 9pm 
on Wednesday last week. 

Firefighters had to use their highest turn¬ 


table ladder appliance to reach the top of the 
chimney of the Grade II* listed hall to attack 
the fire from above. Other crew members 
worked in the fire hearth in the library and 
others from an access door on the first floor. 

Mrs Hill-Trevor said: “We use the library as 
our sitting room and were in there when the 
alarms in the building sounded. When we in¬ 
vestigated we noticed smoke coming through 
the wall of another room and realised it was in 
the flue from the library chimney. These things 
can spread so quickly and there is of course so 
much combustible material in a library. They 


worked really quickly and professionally to 
make sure the fire didn’t spread. They spend 
a long time using specialist equipment and a 
thermal imaging camera so that they were sure 
the fire was out. 

“Brynkinalt Hall has been home to the Tre¬ 
vor family since it was built in 1612 and the 
library was redesigned in the 1800s. There are 
some incredibly old books in the library, a lot 
of history and family history that simply can’t 
be replaced. 

“We are so grateful to the fire service for 
their hard work and expertise.”

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“Funding for 
roads given a 
warm welcome 


Commissioners give backing for county to 
move over to NHS 111 phone advice service 


CLWYD South AM Ken Skates, who rep¬ 
resents communities near Oswestry, has 
welcomed Welsh Government investment 
of almost £4 million to improve the state of 
roads across North East Wales. 

Cabinet secretary for local government 
and public services Alun Davies committed 
the cash to fixing potholes throughout the 
region. The windfall includes £1.4 million 
for Wrexham, which according to Welsh 
Government statistics has the worst roads 
in North Wales. 

In total an extra £7.9m will be spent in 
North Wales, which includes £1,427,33 for 
Wrexham; £1,204,380 for Denbighshire 
and £1,427,133 for Flintshire. 

Mr Skates, whose constituency includes 
Wrexham and Denbighshire, said: “The 
winter has been very damaging for our 
road network and it’s important that it’s 
rectified quickly.” 

Mr Skates also welcomed “rapidly pro¬ 
gressing” plans to tackle congestion on 
the A483 and at Halton Roundabout near 
Chirk. Both will be addressed within three 
years. 

The latest tranche of Welsh Government 
funding for roads will be administered by 
local councils. Figures released in Febru¬ 
ary showed Wrexham Council’s roads were 
rated as the worst in North Wales - while 
neighbouring Flintshire’s were the best. 

Welsh food and 
drink industry 
‘is doing well’ 

THE food and drinks industry in Wales is 
edging ever nearer to meeting its target af¬ 
ter increasing its turnover to £6.9 billion. 

Cabinet secretary for energy, planning 
and rural affairs Lesley Griffiths said the 
industry is thriving and stands on the edge 
of meeting the target of £7bn turnover by 
2020. 

She also spoke of the challenges and op¬ 
portunities Brexit presents and outlined 
how the Welsh Government is working 
with the sector to overcome these. 

Miss Griffiths said: “Our Welsh food 
and drink industry continues to go from 
strength to strength. 

“The interest in our wonderful Welsh 
food and drink has never been greater. 

“The quality, service and originality of 
the Welsh offer are recognised across the 
World. 

“Wales’s food and drink industry is a 
huge asset. 

“It contributes increasingly to our econ¬ 
omy, creating jobs and careers where skills 
matter. 

“However, we cannot ignore the chal¬ 
lenges and uncertainty Brexit presents.” 

She added: “To maintain the momentum 
we have achieved to date, we must embrace 
change and seek any opportunities that 
arise.” 

Midnight ride will 
have a new route 

A MIDNIGHT cycle ride will have a new 
route this year. 

The popular 85-mile event based in 
Oswestry is organised by cyclist Alan Lewis 
who has been competing in long distance 
rides for many years. 

The 2018 route, leaving at midnight on 
June 23, will set off from Oswestry and 
travel via the A5, Welshpool, Llanfyllin 
to Lake Vyrnwy, returning via Welshpool 
and back to Oswestry via Llanrhaeadr ym 
Mochnant. It is the fourth time the mid¬ 
night ride has been held. Mr Lewis started 
the Midnight Ride event in 2015 in a bid to 
offer something unique for riders to experi¬ 
ence. In previous years the event has been 
fairly low key with around 50 riders. 

Mr Lewis said: “The 2018 event is shift¬ 
ing up a gear though and thanks to a little 
help from some new partners and with a 
new infrastructure in place, we hope to at¬ 
tract around 200-300 riders.” 

The event has been sponsored by Tweeks 
Cycles with Certa Hosting providing a free 
website. 

The event’s charity partner is Severn 
Hospice, which Mr Lewis has previously 
raised over £30,000 for following the care 
given to his mother and grandfather.

HEALTH commissioners have given their 
backing for Shropshire to move across to the 
NHS 111 service on July 3. 

Shropshire and Telford & Wrekin clinical 
commissioning groups both supported the 
transfer at their board meetings recently. 

The current Shropdoc telephone number will 
no longer be in use from that date. 

Health bosses say it is being done in line with 
national policy. 

Dr Julie Davies, director of performance 
and delivery for Shropshire CCG, told a recent 
meeting of the board that Shropdoc has been 
signposting patients and carers to NHS 111 
since April 2017. 

She said the full transfer to 111 had been 
delayed to address issues on the Welsh border.

Residents in Wales who are registered with a 
GP in the county still have to use the Shropdoc 
number and cannot access the 111 number. 

Powys is planning to adopt the Welsh NHS 
111 from July 1. 

Dr Davies said if there is a risk this will be 
delayed there is a business continuity plan 
which would be brought into action. 

But Graham Shepherd, chair of Shropshire 
Patients Group, raised concerns to the board. 

He said patients need to be made aware of 
the processes that would be followed when ring¬ 
ing NHS 111. 

Mr Shepherd said: “The first dozen questions 


everyone has to answer. People get fed up. They 
don’t go through that when they go to Shropdoc 
now. 

“We need to make patients in Shropshire 
aware that it’s going to be different.” 

Dr Julian Povey, chair of Shropshire CCG, 
said there would be a national advertising cam¬ 
paign to promote the use of NHS 111. 

He previously said the impact the change¬ 
over will have on A&E is uncertain. 

Bosses have confirmed that any patients who 
need to see a clinician out-of-hours will still be 
seen by a local GP. 

Dr Russell Muirhead, chairman of Shropdoc, 
said it was working with Care UK, the organ¬ 
isation that provides the NHS 111 service, to 
ensure that the integration of the two services 


continued to provide a safe and quality service 
for patients. 

Shropdoc’s contract with the CCGs will end 
on September 30. 

Sarah-Jane Graham, national director inte¬ 
grated urgent care, Care UK said: “The NHS 
111 service is now offered across the whole of 
England. 

“Ill is the number people are encouraged to 
call if they require urgent medical advice and it 
is not an emergency. 

“It is free and available 24 hours a day, 365 
days a year. 

“NHS 111 is much more than a helpline - if 
you’re worried about an urgent medical con¬ 
cern, you can call 111 to speak to a fully trained 
adviser.” 


Authority steps in with funds 
to support youth services 


Tree-mendous £5k boost for children’s hospice

OSWESTRY Town Council has 
stepped in to safeguard youth ser¬ 
vices in the town. 

Shropshire Council budget cuts has 
meant that there would be a shortfall of 
£5,500 from April to pay for the two, two- 
hour sessions for young people held each 
week in Oswestry. 

The unitary authority wrote to the town 
council asking if it would meet that shortfall. 

At Monday’s town council meeting council¬ 
lors voted unanimously to give the funding. 

Mayor Vince Hunt said the young people of 
the town deserved the money. 

He said: “Oswestry Town Council does ex¬ 
ceptionally well for its young people. Oswestry 
also has the best youth facilities in Shropshire 
at The Centre.” 

Green Party member Councillor Duncan 
Kerr said it was a shame that the council had 
not agreed earlier in the year to the nine per 
cent increase in the council tax that the Greens 
had put forward. 

He said that way there would have been 
money to support the youth services and money 
to cover inflation. 

“Our young people do not deserve to take the 
cut,” he said. “It would have been an extra 5p 
a week,” he said. 

Conservative, Councillor Chris Schofield said 
the council had voted, democratically, for a four 
per cent increase in council tax after hearing 
that the sum would cover inflation and allow 
£5,500 for youth services. 

The move comes after Shropshire Council 
agreed to provide an extra £39,500 towards 
youth activities after hundreds of negative 
responses were given during a public consul¬ 
tation. 

The authority’s cabinet has given the revised 
funding plans the green light, which will see the 
loss of more than £60,000 in funding overall. 

The original plan was to reduce the budget by 
nearly 50 per cent from £234,950 to £135,000 
and cut funding for the most rural areas. 

But after an average of 94 per cent of the 335 
responses disagreed with the proposals, the 
funding was reviewed. 

Now the funding will be cut from £234,950 to 
£174,500, and certain rural local joint commit¬ 
tees (LJC) can bid into a centrally held grant. 

Market Drayton, Oswestry, Bridgnorth, 
Whitchurch and Ludlow will receive £14,500 
each, dropping in some cases and rising in oth¬ 
ers. 


TREE-CYCLING has proved a perfect belated 
Christmas present for Hope House Children’s 
Hospice. 

Veolia, the waste contractor working with 
Shropshire Council, presented the children’s 
hospice based at Morda near Oswestry with 
a cheque for £5,000 after pledging to help 
the charity if householders recycled their real 
Christmas trees. 

The waste contractor put an appeal out as 
people were taking down their festive decora¬ 
tions, asking them to tree-cycle and help raise 
money for the charity. 


Angela James, from Veolia, said: “Just after 
Christmas we asked Shropshire residents to 
recycle their trees by simply putting them out 
for collection next to their garden waste bin. 

“In return we said Veolia would make a 
generous donation to Hope House Children’s 
Hospice. 

“Householders didn’t disappoint, we have 
been overwhelmed at how many people have 
embraced tree-cycling and helped raise much- 
needed funds for the charity. 

“More than 4,000 real Christmas trees have 
been collected and sent for composting and 


turned into valuable soil improver for local 
farmers and gardeners.” 

Lynsey Kilvert, fundraiser for Hope House, 
said: “Thank you so much to Veolia for choos¬ 
ing to support Hope House in this way and to 
the local community for coming on board with 
the initiative and recycling their real Christ¬ 
mas trees. Without such amazing support, we 
would not be able to help the children and the 
families we do.” 

All of the trees were recycled by Shropshire 
residents both at the kerbside and at one of the 
five Household Recycling Centres. 


No lids coming for plastics recycling boxes says council 


NO lids will be provided for plastics recycling 
boxes despite concerns their contents are lit¬ 
tering the landscape on windy collection days. 

Shropshire Council has instead advised 
householders to stack their other boxes on top 
of the plastics to keep them secure. 

Heather Kidd, Councillor for Chirbury and 
Worthen, said: “Following on from the recent 
outcry in the media over plastic in the oceans 
following Blue Planet II, a number of col¬ 
leagues and I have received a growing number 
of complaints about the way that Shropshire 


Council collects plastic waste for recycling. 
Other councils provide some form of cover 
for the plastic box - either a lid or a net as in 
Powys - to prevent plastic items blowing away, 
but not Shropshire. 

“If you have any sort of breeze on collection 
day it results in plastic being blown all over the 
place. I’ve had a number of complaints from 
across my division and I know my colleague 
Councillor Roger Evans, Councillor for Han- 
wood Division has had more. 

“Residents in places on hillsides like Snail- 


beach have been particularly affected given the 
stronger winds experienced up there. This is 
then not recycling - it is littering our country¬ 
side.” 

Councillor Kidd took the issue up with the 
council but was not impressed with the stack¬ 
ing solution, saying it would not solve the prob¬ 
lem. “The only response I have received so far 
is the suggestion that residents place glass in 
the top box to weigh the plastic down. This is 
not good enough.” 

Robert Macey, cabinet member responsi¬ 


ble for waste management, said: “Though we 
understand the arguments in favour we don’t 
provide nets and lids for recycling boxes for two 
main reasons. Firstly they need to be removed 
before the boxes can be emptied, creating diffi¬ 
culties for the collection crews. Secondly, they 
often end up being blown away, meaning they 
become part of the problem. 

“However, to help prevent the contents blow¬ 
ing away we suggest stacking the boxes with 
the heavier items - mainly glass - at the top, 
and placing the blue bag on top of the boxes.”

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“Welsh farmers 
'falling behind 
over broadband’ 


Former students have their say as Prime 
Minister re-ignites arguments over fees 


MORE needs to be done to stop Welsh 
farmers becoming second class citizens 
when it comes to accessing superfast 
broadband and mobile technology, it has 
been claimed. 

NFU Cymru has made the call after the 
findings of the annual NFU Broadband 
and Mobile Survey which showed that 
two thirds of members quizzed in Wales 
said they were not able to access sufficient 
broadband speeds. Just 20 per cent of those 
questioned agreed they could access suffi¬ 
cient speeds. 

Only 28 per cent of farmers polled in the 
survey said that they felt the mobile phone 
signal they received was sufficient for their 
business needs. NFU Cymru president 
John Davies said: “The results of this sur¬ 
vey confirm that Welsh farmers are being 
hindered by access to superfast broadband 
and mobile technology when it comes to ef¬ 
fectively running their businesses. 

“Technological advances and access 
to improved communications platforms 
should be bringing us all closer together, 
but the evidence suggests that a divide 
is forming between rural areas and more 
urban areas. 

“A great deal of on-farm equipment 
that can help improve productivity and 
efficiency is reliant on good broadband 
strength”. 

Number of 
jobless sees 
an increase 

UNEMPLOYMENT across Shropshire, 
Telford & Wrekin has surpassed 4,000 as 
new figures reveal the jobless rate across 
the country has risen for the first time in 
two years. 

Each of the region’s six Jobcentres re¬ 
corded more unemployed adults last month 
than the previous one. 

The smallest rise was at Market Dray¬ 
ton, with an increase of 10 people, com¬ 
pared to the highest, Shrewsbury, with 85. 

Shropshire saw a total increase of 165 
people, taking the total to 2,215, whereas 
105 more people were unemployed in Tel¬ 
ford & Wrekin, making its total 1,925. 

Gareth Niblett, manager at Shrewsbury 
Jobcentre, said: “Across all Jobcentres in 
Shropshire we have seen an increase in the 
numbers of people claiming Jobseekers Al¬ 
lowance. 

“This is an annual trend as the data is 
for claims made in January 2018, it’s com¬ 
mon to see a small rise in new claims early 
in the new year once the temporary sea¬ 
sonal work comes to an end. 

“There is no real explanation for the 
increase in terms of any redundancies.” 
In the quarter up to December 2017, the 
numbers of people classed as out of work 
rose from 1.425 million to 1.47 million, an 
increase of 46,000 on the quarter. 

Man is seriously 
injured in cliff fall 

A MAN was airlifted to hospital with seri¬ 
ous injuries after falling from cliffs on the 
Shropshire/Welsh border between Oswest¬ 
ry and Welshpool. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service re¬ 
ceived the first reports at 5pm on Monday 
evening. 

The ambulance service was informed 
that a man had fallen from cliffs in the 
Llanymynech area, near to Llanymynech 
Golf Club. 

An emergency ambulance was deployed 
to the scene. 

The Wales Air Ambulance was also 
called out to assist. 

And Community First Responders also 
helped in the incident. 

The man was airlifted to the Royal Stoke 
University Hospital with serious injuries, 
the emergency services said. 

A spokesman for the West Midlands Am¬ 
bulance Service said: “We were called just 
after 5pm to reports a man had fallen from 
cliffs in the Llanymynech area of Powys. 

“We sent an emergency ambulance to 
the scene, where the crew were also sup¬ 
ported by Community First Responders 
and a Wales Air Ambulance.” 

The ambulance service spokesman 
added: “A man was airlifted to hospital in 
Stoke with serious injuries.”

A LOCAL authority has insisted it 
cannot continue in its current form 
and a review of all services is set to 
take place. 

Powys County Councillors have voted 
through the budget for the coming year 
which is expected to include a five per 
cent council tax hike, and is expected to 
yield £3.5 million. 

It means the average band D tax payer will 
pay an extra £56 a year. A heated debate in 
the full council meeting heard arguments from 
both sides, with the Independent/Conservative 
coalition cabinet being accused of bringing 
austerity to the streets of Powys. Despite the 
council tax rise, the financial problems for the 
local authority aren’t over. Cabinet member for 
finance Councillor Aled Davies said the council 
faces a £17 million shortfall in 2019/20, and it 
cannot continue in its current form. He said the 
authority will need to re-consider the delivery 
of all services immediately. 

Investment 

He said: “Our net budget this year will in¬ 
crease from £240 million to £247 million. 

“But, we face a £17 million shortfall for 
£2019/20 budget and the scale of action re¬ 
quired in the next years to meet that challenge 
will drive huge change across the council. 

‘’We simply cannot afford the council in 
its current form, we will have to transform 
the way we deliver services. We will have to 
reconsider the delivery of non-statutory ser¬ 
vices and re-assess the level of statutory pro¬ 
vision. That work will start immediately. Our 
future plans will include capital investment 
throughout the county, it is important that we 
continue to renew core infrastructure such as 
schools and housing. Maintaining the capital 
programme is vital for the regeneration of the 
county’s economy as well as reducing the coun¬ 
cil’s running costs.” The meeting heard that 
Powys tax payers have to fund 30 per cent of 
the council budget, which is more than most 
councils in Wales. That is due to cuts in their 
settlement from the Welsh Government year 
on year. Councillor Davies insisted the money 
that will come in from the substantial council 
tax increase will help support the most vul¬ 
nerable people in the county. He added: “Like 
all county councils in Wales we are facing in¬ 
creasing costs as a result of extra demand on 
services, at a time when resources are under 
severe pressure.” 


PLANNING is well under way for a new £1 
million sports hub in a village near Oswestry. 

Months of planning has taken place for the 
proposed project in St Martins that will see a 
floodlit all-weather football pitch, a grass foot¬ 
ball pitch, tennis courts, a hockey pitch, a pa¬ 
vilion and extra parking built on land near the 
village’s high school. 

The project, which is still in its early stages, 
was first made possible when landowner Iain 
Hill-Trevor, of the Brynkinalt Estate, donated 
10 acres of land near St Martins School to the

I t’s been called “a spellbinding 
production”. And the contemporary 
cultural phenomenon that is The 
Kite Runner will make its debut at 
Birmingham’s REP from Tuesday to 
March 24. 

The performances follow an outstanding West End 
for the show, which is based on Khaled Hosseini’s 
international bestselling novel. 

Audiences can look forward to a haunting tale of 
friendship which spans cultures and continents and 
follows one man’s journey to confront his past and find 
redemption. 

The action centres on Afghanistan, a divided country 
on the verge of war and in which two childhood friends 
are about to be torn apart. 

The scene is set on a beautiful afternoon in Kabul when 
the skies are full of the excitement and joy of a kite-flying 
tournament. But neither Hassan nor Amir can foresee the 
terrible incident which will shatter their lives forever. 

The production features an impressive cast, including 
Ravi Aujla, Jo Ben Ayed, Raj Ghatak, Amiera Darwish and 
Rez Kabir. 

Rez plays Mary in the story of youth, transgression and 
redemption. 

She believes audiences will go away having learned 
much. 

“Younger audiences will take something from it, an 
older generation will pick up on something else, but the 
great appeal of this play is the beautiful moments of joy 
and humour that exist in life. Everyone will be able to 
connect.” 

The play is brought to life by music created by musical 
director and composer Jonathan Girling. 

He say: “Putting on a play always involves 
collaboration. The most important person is the director, 
who puts the team together, makes all the final decisions, 
and is the driving force behind the production. 

“The rest of the creative team is made up of the writer, 
the set-designer, lighting designer, composer, movement 
director, sound designer, fight director and that’s just 
the tip of the iceberg. There’s a huge team of people that 
have made The Kite Runner happen. 

As the composer, the script and director are always 
my primary points of reference when thinking about the 
music. What does the script say to me (what sounds, 
tunes, emotions, textures or colours does it make me 
imagine?), and then what does the 
director want to do with the play? 

“Once I’ve spent some time 
with the director and script, I’ll 
start working on ideas, listing 
key scenes and moments 
in the drama. These initial 
ideas - normally written notes 
on traditional manuscript, or 
an instrument or two - are 
then introduced into the 
rehearsal room, and 
that’s where the real 
magic starts to 
happen.” 

Jonathan says 
with the first version 
of the show, The 
Kite Runner had 
a great singer 
whose voice 
inspired him 
to think about 
writing songs to 
underpin some 
key emotional 
scenes. After 
he’d written 
the songs, and 
taught him the 
music, they 
rehearsed 
them into

each scene to see how they worked. Tabla was also an 
important addition. 

“The next most important person for me in The Kite 
Runner is the near-omnipresent tabla player. The tabla 
- Indian drums you’ll see at the front of the stage - are 
mentioned in the script, but the use of tabla music 
presented me with my biggest challenge. I hadn’t 
researched Indian music since I was at university, so 
I enlisted the help of the Asian 
Music Network (Viram Jasani) 
and Emeritus Professor of Afghan 
Music & Ethonomusicology at 
Goldsmiths, John Baily. 

“Viram helped me find a tabla 
player - Hanif Kahn - and 
John took me through the 
(very subtle!) differences 
between Afghan, Indian 
^ and Pakistan classical 

^ j * music. 

“With their initial help 
and oversight, Hanif 
and I started on a 
five-week exploration 
of collaborative 
creativity that 
produced all of 
the tabla music in 
The Kite Runner. 
Hanif couldn’t read 
western notation, 
and I couldn’t 
understand how 
on earth he played 
such complex 
rhythms, so 
we initially just 
had to find a way 
of communicating 
(mostly in gestures, 
sounds and taps!).

“In the end, some of the rhythms are original Jonathan 

- as in Asset’s first appearance - and others are me 
honing and shaping traditional Indian rhythms into music 
cues useful for the drama, perfectly executed by Hanif on 
the stage.” 

As Jonathan and Hanif introduced more and more 
tabla music into the show, things started to take shape. 
But the one thing Jonathan never interfered with was 
Hanif’s pre-show performance, in which he demonstrates 
his virtuosity. 

The Kite Runner also features plenty of songs. 

Jonathan adds: “The songs themselves are sung live but 
off-stage, hidden from the audience. The singers can see 
the action, but we can’t see them. 

“I experimented with a number of ragas - Indian 
classical scales, akin to Western major and minor scales 

- to reinforce the authentic nature of The Kite Runner. In 
the end, the songs were based on Raag Malkauns, one of 
the oldest Indian ragas, each one a variation on the other 
(apart from the female ‘wailing’ song). 

“The raga contains a haunting, contemplative character 
that lends itself well to the play.”

SCHOOLS closed, roads were blocked and 
train services were halted when the Beast from 
the East hit Shropshire and Mid Wales. 

Schools in and around Oswestry and Welsh¬ 
pool were forced to close their doors on Friday 
and many people took the day off as freezing 
conditions and heavy snow hit the region. 

Council gritting teams worked around the 
clock to try to keep the area moving. 

A search and rescue team stepped into help 


after a women fell ill in countryside cut off by 
snowdrifts. 

The expert rescuers used a special sled 
stretcher to carry and pull the woman through 
the snow to a waiting Land Rover which then 
took her to an ambulance. 

They stepped in following a call from police 
for help on Sunday. 

Becky Ashcroft from the North East Wales 
Search and Rescue team said: “We had a re¬ 


quest from Dyfed Powys Police to evacuate a 
patient with a serious medical condition from 
her remote home near Welshpool. 

“In these circumstances a helicopter would 
be the best choice, but with low cloud and fog 
neither the Coastguard or Air Ambulance could 
assist. 

“It was back to the good, old fashioned 
stretcher work.” 

The woman had to be lifted over drifts in the 


stretcher and on to a side road where a waiting 
Land Rover was able to take her to Welshpool 
for handover to the Welsh Ambulance Service. 

Rescuers thanked a team from Severn Trent 
Water for their work with a snowplough that 
got them a lot closer to the house. Members of 
the public also assisted. 

The search and rescue team spent much of 
the weekend helping to transport patients to 
hospital.

The new Citroen C3 Aircross Compact SUV 
has been crowned the UK’s the best small 
crossover so it was time to take a test drive. 

The C3 Aircross has been praised for its 
unique personality, competitive pricing and 
overall comfort and now goes on to challenge 
the 13 other category winners for the overall 
UK Car of the Year Award, which will be 
announced soon. 

There’s no hiding place once you are behind 
the wheel of the Citroen C3 because despite 
its size it’s as distinctive as it gets - a point 
emphasised by the Aircross Flair Pure Tech 
version on test which came in soft sand colour 
with an ink black roof. 

This C3 falls into the funky class with 
masses of attention grabbing character, 
competitive pricing, surprisingly impressive 
comfort levels and a five-star Euro NCAP 
safety rating. 

Wheel arch extensions, 17inch alloys, a 
style pack, front and rear aluminium effect 
bumper protectors contribute to the stand-out 
features. 

The C3 Aircross is a new generation SUV 
with plenty of space for a vehicle of its type, 
modular design and a massive opening 
panoramic glass sunroof and represents an 
important milestone for Citroen. 

The car is more at home in the city than 
the country, and the test car came equipped 
with Grip Control, Hill Descent Assist, 12 
driver assistance systems, including Colour 
Head-up Display and four connectivity 
technologies along with Wireless smartphone 
charging. 

If personalisation is your bag then this 


Citroen is right up your street with no less than 
90 exterior colour combinations including four 
roof colour options for two-tone models and 
four colour packs. 

There are also five very distinctive interior 
design schemes and a spacious eye-catching 
cabin. 

Spit-sliding rear seats and a fold-flat front 
passenger seat mean this Citroen leads 
the way in versatility terms in the B SUV 
sector. 

Safety 

So, how does it drive? Well pretty well really, 
in fact better than anticipated. It’s a little gem 
in the town centre and holds on well enough 
in the country - though there’s a bit too much 
body roll for my liking. 

Plenty of consideration has been given to 
safety and the C3 Aircross range has seen 
Active Safety Brake with Forward Collision 
Warning added to Flair versions as standard 
equipment from January production. 

This announcement follows the new car’s 
five-star Euro NCAP safety rating and delivers 
new Insurance Group ratings on all Flair 
versions. 

Active Safety Brake was previously available 
as a cost option. 

The system reduces the risk of collision 
by braking in place of the driver. The multi¬ 
purpose camera at the top of the windscreen 
detects obstacles, such as a stationary 
vehicle or a car moving in the same direction 
at a slower speed. 

The system brakes automatically when 
a risk of collision is detected, from 3mph to 
52mph 


On test was the Flair Pure Tech 110 Auto 
with an on-the-road price of £19,200, though 
metallic paint, the sunroof, park assist, grey 
ambiance, grip control, a hifi pack and family 
pack added £4,000 to the price. 


The three-cylinder 1200cc petrol engine gave 
atop speed of 114mph and 0-62mph in 11.8 
seconds through an automatic box producing 
C02 emissions of 126g/km. Combined fuel 
economy figures of 50mpg are claimed. 


The guys at Citroen are confident that the 
new C3 will become a very big success for 
the company and all the signs revealed so far 
suggest they know just what they are taking 
about.

Pridgeon, who enjoyed a long first-class career 
with Worcestershire between 1972 and 1989, is 
leading the squad’s training sessions each fort¬ 
night at Shrewsbury School’s impressive Neville 
Cardus Indoor Cricket Centre. 

Shropshire captain Steve Leach said the play¬ 
ers are enjoying working with the experienced 
Pridgeon, who spent two seasons playing Minor 
Counties cricket for Shropshire in 1991 and 1992 
after leaving Worcestershire. 

He is a familiar figure to several Shropshire 
players from his many years as Shrewsbury 
School’s cricket professional and also his current 
role running Worcestershire’s satellite academy 
for promising Shropshire cricketers. 

Leach, who is looking forward to his third sea¬ 
son as Shropshire skipper, said: “It’s been really 
good of Pridge to step up and run the sessions 
for us. They’ve been high quality and certainly 
the guys can learn a lot from him with all of his 
experience.

Parton added he was looking forward to skip¬ 
pering Shropshire’s new T20 side. 

“I’m definitely looking forward to it and it will 
be good fun,” he said. “We’ve got a good bunch 
of lads and Twenty20 gives different players an 
opportunity to try and get in the side really. It’s 
new for everybody so every county is going to be 
in the same boat.” 

Shropshire’s first competitive match of the 
2018 season is a Unicorns Trophy first round tie 
against Herefordshire at Whitchurch’s Heath 
Road ground on Sunday, April 29.

Pryce is right for vardy academy spot 


TALENTED full-back Ryan Pryce is hoping success 
in Jamie Vardy’s V9 Academy will keep him from a 
career on the roofs of Shropshire, writes LEWIS 
COX. 

The 20-year-old TNS star is the latest to be 
snapped up by England international and non-league 
graduate Vardy’s academy. He will head to Manches¬ 
ter City’s Etihad training campus at the beginning of 
June to try to impress scouts and win a deal. 

Pryce, from Shawbirch in Telford, has been pro¬ 
fessional at Welsh champions TNS for two years but 
is expected to leave in the summer. 

The target is an English Football League contract, 
or any pro deal. Though, for the former Shrewsbury 
Town youngster, the alternative is a harsh reality. 


“My dad, Gary, has got his own business,” said 
Pryce. “He always says that if it doesn’t work out I 
can go and work with him. He’s a roofer. I go with 
him sometimes but the days are long. I start at seven 
and get back at like five. 

“You just don’t appreciate how easy football is. 
In the freezing cold on the roofs, I don’t want to do 
that.” A place in Vardy’s ranks, which were launched 
last year, is the latest in a line of high-profile inter¬ 
est in the attack-minded right-back, who has already 
made 46 appearances for the Saints, despite being on 
the periphery this season. 

He was given his debut under former Saints chief 
Craig Harrisonbut has had his share of setbacks 
since. Pryce came close to a two-year-deal with 


then-Premier League Middlesbrough last March, 
but just missed out. 

Shortly afterwards he picked up a niggling shin 
injury which has curtailed his involvement. There 
was also interest from Sunderland and Derby. 

Other Football League clubs are now sniffing, and 
the former Charlton School student - who has been 
on loan at Cefn Druids this season - has a couple of 
Football League trials lined up. 

But he sees the V9 as a big chance. “It’s very good 
of him (Vardy),” added Pryce. 

Five of last season’s V9 crop made it pro. Four in 
England and one in Scotland. Pryce has a number of 
suitors - but any football destination will beat those 
cold roofs.
